Commercial 


The Commercial Department, which 
occupies most of the third floor of Han- 
scom Hall, has undergone several changes 
this year. 

Mr. Myers, former commercial teacher, 
has accepted the position as assistant 
treasurer and teaches one class in first 
year typing and the second year book- 
keeping class. The remaining classes are 
under the capable guidance of Miss Swift, 
a graduate of Boston University and Kath- 
arine Gibbs School. 

Many pupils of the junior class this 
year seem to be very much interested in 
bookkeeping, typing II, and shorthand. 
As the seating capacity of the shorthand 
room is not sufficient, the pupils meet in 
the bookkeeping room. 

The second year typing class does a 


great deal of outside clerical work, especial- 
ly typing and mimeographing. Their 
biggest job is making various programs 
for the many school activities. 

Some of last year’s students who seem 
to be progressing rapidly are Lee Chiera, 
who has an excellent position in Washing- 
ton, D. C. ; Mildred Olson and Stella 
Grover also have employment there; and 
Beatrice Forbes, who is now attending 
Bliss College in Lewiston. Others have 
received profitable employment in their 
own localities or have gone on into a dif- 
ferent field. 

Any student not planning to go to 
college and who plans to receive clerical 
training for future work should look into 
the possibilities of this commercial course.

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The war’s effect has been noted even 
in the industrial arts shop.: Not only has 
the senior class dwindled to a mere six 
boys but the department has run into 
shortages of all kinds in supplies. The 
lumber situation has been exceptionally 
bad. Some types of lumber, such as gum- 
wood and all kinds of plywoods, have 
been impossible to get for more than a 
year now. Other scarce items are sheet 
metals of all kinds, electrical supplies, and 
hardware. The lumber being used is not 
of the quality which has been available 
in the past. 

The annual industrial arts exhibit was 
held on Thursday. May 24, in conjunction 
with a Science Fair sponsored by the 
Science Club. The exhibit this year could 
not come up to last year’s display, especial- 
ly in the case of larger furniture, because 
of the lumber shortage However, there 
were more numerous displays of smaller 
furniture and household articles, such as 
end tables, gun racks, table lamps, wall 
lamps, book ends, handkerchief boxes, nut 
bowls, wall shelves, and such projects. 

Enough lumber was salvaged from last 
year’s stock so 'that Maurice Kendall and 
John Mills were able to make writing 
desks. "Bud’’ Kneeland made a smaller 
typewriting desk. Tennessee Red Cedar 
was secured, and from this Lawrence Ken- 
dall and John Greenleaf built cedar chests. 
Another large project completed this year 
is a gun cabinet by Frank Gibson. This 
cabinet is divided into two sections, each 
with a glass door; one is for guns and 
the other contains shelves for supplies. 

A greater display of art metal projects 
was in evidence during the exhibit. There 
were numerous metal lamps, novelty pins.

ash trays, and candy dishes. Many of the 
freshman boys turned to this work because 
there was a supply of metal on hand, 
while the wood supply was noticeably 
low. 

In the drawing department, the fresh- 
men and sophomores have been doing 
work in orthographic projection or 
"working drawings.'’ as they- are called. 
The juniors have been studying and draw- 
ing the different types of picture draw- 
ings, such as isometric, oblique, cabinet, 
and perspective drawings. The seniors 
have been studying machine drawings and 
sheet metal drawing. 

In the straight drafting course there 
were five boys enrolled. Only four finished 
the year’s course. They were Freeland 
Savage, Bill Anderson. Stephen Hopkin- 
son. and Frank Gibson.

Dick 
Walker pulled down a fourth in the mile. 

This completed the season for the Blue 
and Gold tracksters. but there was a feel- 
ing that something had been accomplished 
and a good record had been made. One 
win. one loss, and fourth place in a meet 
with all the Pine Tree State’s track stars 
participating. It was with regret that the 
team turned in its equipment to call it 
quits for another year.

The result in basketball games won and 
lost during the 1944-’45 season is grim 
evidence that the loss of the five regulars 
of last year’s team has been most keenly 
felt.

With 
so many new and inexperienced players 
the task of finding five likely starters was 
a tough one. New combinations were fre- 
quently tried, but a real winning team 
could not be found. The team started 
off with a bang, producing a win over 
Gorham. It was destined to taste victory 
only twice more, while dropping 1 1. The 
team of ’45, however, played several 
closely contested games and was nosed out 
only by bigger, more experienced rivals. 
One of the major factors lacking in the 
quintet was height. Throughout the year 
this proved to be a decided handicap in 
the play off the backboard. 

It is interesting to note that the present 
team amassed a total of 408 points, only 
seven points shy of the last team’s total, 
yet it won only three games, while the 
team of 1943-*44 won 12.

Girls' Physical Education 


Highlighting girls’ physical education, 
1944, was the annual gym meet held in 
April. All four classes displayed in fine 
style the results of a year’s work. For 
gymnastics, apparatus work, and class 
song, judged on a competitive basis, cov- 
eted top honors went to the seniors. 

With warm weather’s first appearance 
came that longing to be out-of-doors, and 
at length intra-mural softball teams were 
organized and a tennis tournament posted 
for the more individually-minded. 

This fall new students became ac- 
customed to the regular classes in gym- 
nastics, apparatus, and modern dancing, 
along with the popular correctives. Every 
six weeks a group of prospective graduates 
from the latter class underwent posture 


tests, and the more zealous found them- 
selves enjoying an extra study period. 

Perhaps it was due to autumn’s invigor- 
ating air; at any rate, the hockey en- 
thusiasts flocked together and were soon 
busily driving, dribbling and evading some 
novice and some experienced archers dose- 
by.

As usual, much credit is due the Girls’ 
Athletic Council. In addition to their reg- 
ular duties, taking attendance and checking 
equipment, the members have helped tc 
raise money by selling “cokes" and tickets 
at home games. They also sponsored a 
very successful “Country Fair” last fall 
and participated in the Freshman Party. 


Now that it has concluded another year, 
many are wondering just what the girls’ 
physical education program has meant to its 
participants. As a school, Gould has been 
able to compare its physical fitness with 
school averages throughout the state. For 
some individuals it signifies a successful 
training of their physical abilities and im- 
provement of their inabilities. For others,

Boys' Physical Education 


Much the same system has been em- 
ployed in the boys’ physical education 
classes this year as in preceding years. The 
underclassmen have gym scheduled every 
other day, while on alternating days there 
are special individual corrective classes for 
those boys who have poor posture or any 
similar weakness. This extra attention early 
in the boys’ high school career helps im- 
mensely in fitting them for the more ad- 
vanced training and gruelling workouts 
which will be introduced to them in their 
junior and senior years. 

The upper-classmen have a required, 
daily gym program. However, during the 
football season, boys out for football tak- 
ing five major subjects were permitted to 
remain in study hall during their gym 
period. 

Throughout the fall and early spring 
“Joe” Roderick, the well-liked instructor, 
stresses commando course work, which 
should help condition boys for the armed 
services. In the winter, calisthenics, boxing, 
wrestling, apparatus, and tumbling are 
brought to the fore. 

This year the school has purchased a 
new piece of apparatus, the tramp-o-line. 
This consists of a springy canvas mat 


stretched tightly in the center of a metal 
frame. There is no limit to the number of 
bouncing stunts which can be performed 
on this “tramp.” Moreover, it is of great 
benefit to those who never before were able 
to do back and front flips and many other 
more difficult maneuvers on mere spring- 
less mats. 

Every four weeks “Joe” gives the juniors 
and seniors a series of tests designed to 
show their progress or lack of progress in 
physical development. Included in these 
tests are push-ups, L-test, dips, standing 
broad jump, sit-ups, and five laps on the 
indoor track for time. The average number 
of push-ups for this group is 35: pull-ups. 
nine: and dips, 15. The standing broad 
jump averages about seven feet. All other 
tests are on a time basis. The fellows aver- 
age 1 2 seconds on the L-test. five laps in 
approximately two minutes, 15 seconds, 
and about 35 or 40 sit-ups in one minute. 
As a rule these tests show definite improve- 
ment from month to month. 

Quite frequently “Joe” receives letters 
from boys in the armed services praising 
the type of physical education and condi- 
tioning given at Gould. Moreover, these 
Gould alumni encourage even more of the 
body-toughening exercises and state the

importance of the same in their service 
careers. 

Near the end of each school year a boys' 
gym exhibition is put on for the purpose 
of displaying the result of a year s work. 
Each class exhibits one particular phase of 
gym training. In last year’s exhibition the 
freshmen handled a formation jump-rop- 
ing routine, elementary tumbling, and a 
volleyball game. The sophomores showed 
their skill in building pyramids, while the 
juniors handled advanced tumbling and 
all apparatus routines. The seniors bur- 
lesqued a baseball game to the tune of the 


well-known song, “Take Me Out to the 
Ball Game.’’ with clowns continually in- 
terfering. The conclusion of the evening’s 
performances was a group of statuary very 
effectively done on the stage by the seniors, 
utilizing vari-colored spotlights. 

Much credit is due director “Joe” Rod- 
erick for adapting his athletic program to 
the needs of the service-age boys. “Joe” is 
well-liked because he never hesitates to 
give of his spare time to any boy desiring 
extra supervision.
